India was concerned ubout 
whether an appeal would be 
made by the Formomin authort- 
tles to the ‘1,000 troops remain- 
ing after the preliminary 
evacuation to lay down their 
arms. There had been nothing 
in recent statements by the Na- 
tlonallst Chinese Foreign Minis-

THE FACTS 

The evacuation of all’ these 
troops from Burma remained a 
political problem, “It was an 
Inescapable fact that large- 
scale evacuation was dependent 
upon the insistence of the 
Formosan Government. In the 
meantime, the United Nations 
could net permit Formosa to 
disavow. ‘responsibility for the 
Nationalist Chinese troops re~ 
maining, regardiess of whether 
2,000, 5,000 or even 9,000. 
guerillas were. evacuated. 

“It would be unrealistic to ask 
us {fo accept “the fact that the 
supplies of anms and food could 
have been maintained without 
the active support-of the military 
organisatios on .Formora,” Mr 
Menon sald.
